He asserted that they Imd 
been travelling in dangoroiis i^ths, and 
for the sake of large profits had taken 
unwarranted risks. It is a noteworthy 
fact that the July divideud of the City 
of Glas/Tow Biink w:i;i tlio iR-avicst rv«r 
declarejl by that institution, and no 
one outside of the cUaniied cii-clo of the 
Directfers niid tlieir confidential clerks 
imagined that the dividends for years 
had been fraudulent— that in place of 
making money the bank was lo.sing it 
with frightful rapidity. In the midst 
of a general depression of Ini.siness the 
dividends had been maintained or in- 
creHScd, and additional capital called in 
to oij/argo the scope of oiicnitioiis. Tlic 
Sau Francisco Scics/it/fi; one of tlic 
few journals published in America well- 
infornied on I']iiglisli flnaucial topics, 
reviews the situiition with a clearness 
that shows a thorough accpinintance 
with the subject. From tiie X. L.h re- 
marks we gather that the linancial cou- 
dition of Great Britain is not much 
better than that of the United States. 
In Great Britain, as elsewhere, the 
losses of merchants and manufacturcra 
in periods of depression are for a long 
time hid away in the bank portfolios. 
The firm which has long prospered finds 
it ca.sy to cover its first deficits liy an 
advance without .security'. To save the 
first loan a second and a third are made, 
and credits are accumulated until the 
loss would seriously reduce tho divi- 
dends of the bank. In such cases the 
average directory will determine to car- 
ry the merchant or manufacturer 
through. The creditor then becomes 
master of tho situation, and with addi- 
tional loans makes new ventures, gen- 
erally of a hazardous chai'acter. There 
is reason to fear that a large number of 
the British banks are carrying such 
deud woiglit. The increasing stringen- 
cy of tho money market will deprive 
the banks of the power to extend fur- 
ther aid ; and when a few of these 
leading creditors determine to formally 
suspend, the bank muse close its doors. 
Liquidation of insolvent institutions, 
and weeding out of weak business 
houBes thus commences, and tiie dura- 
tion of the process is in pro])ortioir to tho 
length of the depression preceding it. 
Whether in this case there will be a 
general and prolonged panic, wo do not 
pretend to fortell. It is beyond ques- 
tion that almost every branch of in-

five years past. Factories have been 
running at a loss, merchants have been 
sinking their capita! with a hope of a 
change for tho better. The wheels of 
commerce cannot stop in a nation like 
Great Britain. Trade goes on whether 
it is profitable or not. Her great 
merchants work on average, and heed 
not tho results of individual purchases 
or sales. The coflee importer, while 
selling one cargo in London at a loss 
of £10,000, is buying another in Bio 
in the prospect of a better market. 
With the immense capital at their 
command, it takes a long series of mis- 
fortunes to exhaust their resources. 
But tho world has seldom witnessed 
so nmch general depression a.s 
has been witnessed of Lite, and 
the British have suflin-i'd in pro- 
portion to their share of inter- 
national trade. Should the worst 
come, it will not be without efTect in 
California, as tho ljulk of its foreign 
commerce is with Great Britain. The 
grain trade may be restricted for u 
time, and shippers operate more cau- 
tiously. But tho people must be fed, 
panic or no panic, and tho breadstuflfs 
trade will in the end sufTer least of 
any.

Justice iNlorgan was astonished yes- 
terday morning by a telegram taken to 
him by a "Western Union messenger in 
the JeH'ersou jNlarket Police Court. It 
was from Seinator Muirhead, of Chat- 
ham, on tho Miramichi Ilivcr, in the 
Province of New Brunswick, Canada, 
and inquired as to the truth of a report 
that Judge James Ferris, of Chatham, 
while on his first visit to Now York 
city yesterday, luul been arrested and 
taken to the tombs on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct. Later in tho day the 
J ustice gave tho following explanation 
of the case: — 'Senator Muirhead receiv- 
ed several telegrams from friends in 
this city stating that Judge Ferris had 
been arrested and taken to the tombs. 
Tliese telegi'aiDS [iroduc('<l the greatest 
oxeitomeut in Chatham, as well they 
might Judge Ferris is a voiy wealthy 
and popular man. He owns a palatial 
home, and many a New Yorker ha.s 
enjoyeil its hospitality. Most of tho 
J ustices of this city have been liis guests 
at one time or another, and wo all know 
that seldom or ever has one of them 
been allowed to leave that house in the 
same state of judicial gravity in which 
ho onterf'd it. .Judge Ferris is a great 
practical joker. lie has got decitledly 
the best of most of his acquaintances, 
and never had any ono been able to get 
even M'ith him. Tlio Judge has often 
been pressed to come to New York. 
At last lie' came, and of course was put 
through 'a coursa of sprouts.' He M^as 
to have taken a morning train to-day 
for Canada, and was expected homo on 
that train. He was given a parting 
dinner at Delinonico's shortly befoi-« 
noon to-day and was so well treated 
that he missed his train, of course, as 
was intended.
